For  three  weeks  in  October 
2(){)3.  Enfield  High  School  was  given 
the  very  special  opportunity  to  host 
twenty  exchange  students  from 
Valladolid,  Spain.  The  Spanish 
students  lived  in  the  homes  of 
American  students  and  attended 
regular  classes  at  Enfield  High.  Even 
after  their  first  day  of  school  in 
America,  they  made  an  obvious  impact 
on  the  Enfield  High  student  body;  all 
you  heard  as  you  walked  through  the 
hall  was  discussion  about  the  students 
or  incidents  that  happened  in  the 
classrooms.
